Chicago, Dec. 13— (AP)—Thre 


gunmen, described by police 
"mad dog killers," killed three 
men and wounded two others be 
fore one of the .gunmen was slain 
by police machine-gun bullets to 
day. 


Police seized one of the gunmen 


and hunted for a third after th 
wild shooting spree by the tri 
last night and early today. 


Two of the victims were slair 


in a "gang ride." Two others, alsi 
abducted and shot, escaped al 
though they were wounded, on 
seriously. One man was slain in a 
south side garage, from wheri 
the trio had forced the four othe 
men into their car and had driven 
Into western suburbs. 


Bodies of two of the kidnaped 


men were found today about 10 
hours after the trio had slain 
John Kuesis, 33, owner of a usec 
furniture store, at the garage of 
his brother, Nick, 40. 


Slain While Fleeing 


Kuesis' slayer was identified b; 


police as Tom Daley, 42, an ex 
convict who was slain by a squat 
of detectives as he attempted to 
flee from a west side apartment. 


One of Daley's companions, seiz- 


ed as he entered a west side 
hotel where he was spending his 
honeymoon with his 17 year ok 
bnde of,10 days, was identified by 
Capt. Eugene Barry as Lowell 
Fentress, 19. Barry said Fentress 
told him the third man in the 
gang and driver of the car was 
James Morelli, also 19. 


Police, who found Daley at 


Morelli's 
apartment, 
continued 


their search for Morelli. Barry 
said Fentres, in calmly relating 
details of the shooting, describee 
Daley as being "wild, crazy drunk' 
last night. 


Capt. Barry said Fentress told 


him that after shooting John 
Kuesis and abducting four men 
in the* garage they drove to 
Br,ookfield" where they shot John 
Kuesis' brother, Nick, and Frank 
Barker, 17, and pushed them from 
the car.

Kill Garage Employes 


,', Nick, not - seriously wounded, 
telephoned police. 


Later, Barry said the gunman 


told him, they shot and killed Emil 
Schmikal, 18, and a youth identi- 
fied 99 James Alex and dumped 
their bodies into a ditch in su- 
burban McCook and Hodgkins. 
Baker, Schmikal and Alex were 
reported by police to have been 
employes in Nick Kuesis' garage. 


Police Lt. John McNamara said 


that the shootings started after 
three 'gunmen appeared at the 
Kuesis garage last night and 
argued with John Kuesis over an 
automobile repair bill. 


McNamara said John Kuesis, 


who was the father of five chil- 
dren, had beaten Daley recently 
and that they had been on un- 
friendly terms for the last several 
weeks after Kuesis had appear- 
ed as a witness against Daley dur- 
ing his trial on a robbery charge. 


Police said John Kuesis. as well 


as Daley, had police records dat- 
ing back several years.

Champaign Schools 
File Brief in Court 


Religious Dispute 


Champaign, HI, Dec. 13—(AP) 


—A brief filed in the U. S. Su- 
preme Court yesterday by the 
Champaign school board asserted 
that interpretation of the U. S. 
constitution to prohibit the use 
of public school buildings for re- 
ligious education "is to commit 
religion in every form of its ex- 
ression to a state of anarchy." 


John L. Franklin, attorney for 


the Champaign board of educa- 
tion, said the brief was filed in 
a suit brought by Mrs. Vashti Mc- 
Collum to outlaw religious educa- 
tion in Champaign schools. 


The attorney said that though 


the high tribunal heard oral ar- 
guments in the case Monday, it 
permitted the school board to file 
an additional brief supporting its 
argument. 


The brief stated: "To interpret 


Jie federal constitution to pro- 
libit the use of public school 
juildings (for 
religious educa- 


tion) is to deny the equality of 
opportunity on religious grounds 
and to commit religion in every 
form of its expression to a state 
of anarchy." 


Franklin argued in his brief 


that the interpretation ''is to de- 
stroy the intended and essential 
symmetry of our political institu- 
tions, leaving government to pro- 
mote, foster and build every un- 
religious and irreligious institu- 
ional activity and committing re- 
igion to a legal vacuum." 


Mrs. McCollum, wife of a Uni- 


\-ersity of Illinois professor, car- 
ried her case to the Supreme 
Court after losing in Illinois state 
courts. She contended that her 
son. James Terry McCoilum. was 
embarrassed because he was the 
only child in his class who did 
not take religious instruction.

The 67-year-old Lewis had had 


his hat in his hand ever since the 
last AFL convention, when the 
executive council refused to go 
along with him in an all-out fight 
against the non-Communist pro- 
vision of the Taft-Hartley act. 


The formal break came last 


night with a typical Lewis ges- 
ture of contempt and a typical 
five syllable word which fell like 
an epithet—"disaffiliate." 


"Green AFL—we 
disaffiliate. 


Lewis. 12/12/47." 


On Cheap Paper 


These words, scrawled in green 


crayon on a torn-off half sheet of 
cheap paper, were all the notice 
Lewis 
sent 
President 
William 


Green of the AFL. 


In New York, Green said only 


that he was "very sorry indeed" 
to learn that Lewis and his mine 
workers had pulled out of the 
federation. He said he Jiad not 
seen the mine leader's message, 
but expected to find it waiting for 
him. at hi* Washington office to- 
day. 


While other union officials de- 


clined to be quoted offhand, sev- 
eral said a desire by Lewis for 
political independence next year 
probably hastened the end.
